He atated that he had been fnrmiahed a copy of t document 
purported to be an official communication bearing the heading o f the 
FBI and Department of Justice, a pacifying the Office of the Director, 
and this letterhead contained a teal which he could not state waa the 
Bureau seal. It waa furnished to him by an Individual he preferred 
not to name who has been for the last several years doing extensive 
research in matter* relative to the assassination of former President 
John F. Kennedy. The copy he had furnished was dated November S4, 

1947, and appeared to be divided as though two separate papers pot 
together. B contained an Illegible scrawled signature and an Initial 
/suggesting the dictator "LS." At the bottom it had a notation "return 
to fils" and was marked "sensitive. " The basic information furnished 
» in this document waa that one Jack Robenateia of Chicago, who is n 
! potential witness for hearings before the House tUnamerlcan Activities 
Committee, is performing information functions for the staff of 
Richard M. Nixon, Republican of California. It recommended that 
Rubensteln not be called as a witness.
